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Gain access to vertebral column through surgical means 
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Epidurally approach an injury in the 
annulus fibrosis of an intervertebral disc 
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Evaluate the extent of disc injury and calculate 
energy needed to thermally refurbish the disc 



Apply energy from 
a posterior aspect to 
the intervertebral disc

Monitor the amount of 
energy delivered and the
